Bis Majeſty therefoze, by the Advice of His Council, doth hereby fozbid any of His ſaid Subjects hereafter to 
-oFend in the like kind, at their utmoſt perils ; And ſtraitly Commands, That no others pꝛelume to reſo2t to Her 
Majeſtes Chappel,, but ſuch as are Her Pajeſties Allowed Servants. And to the end this Pꝛoviſion and 
Oꝛder may be moꝛe effectual, his Majeſty doth Command, That foꝛalmuch as concerneth the Repair to the 
Houſes. of Fozeign Ambaſſadozs, Agents, and Miniſters, at the time of Mals, oz other Romith Moꝛſhip 
92 Service, ſome Meſlengers of the Chamber, oz other Oiticers oz Perſons fit fox that Service, be appointed 
to watch at the ſeveral Paſſages to their Houſes, and without entring into the ſaid Houſes, oz invading the 
Freedom and Pziviledges belonging unto them, obſerve ſrich. perſons as go thither at ſuch times, Without 
Stopping. oz Queſtioning any as they go thither ; but at their coming from thence, they are to appꝛehend 
and bzing the ſaid perſons befoze ſome Juſtice, oꝛ Juſtices of the Peace, to have the Paths of Allegiance and+ 
Supzemacy tendered to them; and ſuch as they cannot appꝛehend, to bzing their Names to this Board.

i as it there were any intention to wꝛong oz diſreſpect them, His Majeſty doth likewiſe Oꝛder, foꝛ the pꝛeventing 
ok any ſuch miſtaking and ſiniſter interpretation, That lis Principal Secretaries of State, ( accozding . 
unto His. Pajelties expꝛels Commands now given unto them) ſhould be hereby authozized and required 
koꝛth with to certiſie the laid Ambaſſadozs,. Agents, and other Foꝛeign Miniſters, His Maieſties Pleaſure con⸗ 
cerning the lame; And that as his Pajelty is careful not to have any of the jnſt Pꝛiviledges and Immu⸗ 
nities of the laid Ambaſſadozs, Agents, oz Ministers, to vein any degree infringed o2 violated, ſo. in the 
afoꝛeſaid Particulars of permitting Maſles oz other Service to be ſaid by any of the ſaid Pꝛieſts, oꝛ Sermons 
to be pꝛeached in Engliſh in their Houſes oz Chappels (thingis not heard of in the Times of His Majeſties Pyge- 
deceſſoꝛs) oꝛ in ſuffering His Subjects to reſoꝛt unto them, His Majeſty is no leſs careful of pꝛeſerving Bis 
Laws, and continuing His Subjects in their obedience to the ſame; And doth therekoꝛe expect the ſaid 
Ambafladozs, Agents, and Miniſters compliance accozdingly. And hereof His Majeſty thinks fit that
